AN INSURRECTION IN CAMP. 


A Hunecred and Fifty Convicts Threaten 
to March In to See the Governor, 

Yesterday a report reached the city giving 
an account of a very lively scene at the con- 
vict camps of Bb. G. Lockett & Co. 

Night before last the superintendent of -the 
camps severed his connection with the com- 
pany, and it was understood among the con- 
victs that he was to be succeeded by Mr. 


Camfield. Some ofthe convicts expressed great . 


regret at the change, and declared that the 
camps were going back to the old state of bad 
management. When they were marched out 
of the sleeping quarters yesterday 
morning, they refused to allow 
themselves to be =-locked to the 
squad chain as had been thecustom. A 
hundred and fifty of them were marched 
outside the stockade, and there Dave Brown, 
a negro who is in for life, and has served nine 
years, took the lead in an insurrection, The 
convicts announced that they could not get 
their rights, and that while they did not in- 
tend to run away they 
Janta in a body and complain to the governor. 
Mr. Carmfield drew a revolver and deployed 
his guards, eleven in number. He then de- 
clared that ifin two minutes the convicts did 
not retire to their quarters within the stockade 
he would order the guards to fire into 
the gang. Thereupon one or two guards 
surrendered their guns and quit. After par- 
leying with the convicts for ten minutes they 
were induced to yield, and everything at the 
works proceeded as usual.. | 
ALL QUIET AT THE CAMP. 
Lest night all was quiet at the camp and th 
convicts seemed as contented as ever. It is 
said by the lessees that the trouble was insti- 
gated among the convicts by P. G. Bingham, 
who was discharged to make rogm for Mr. 
Camfield. They say Mr. Camfield isa gentle- 
man ot excellent character and qualifications 
for the place of superintendent and that only 
malicious reports that originated any dissatis- 
faction among the convicts at his appoint- 
ment.

THREE HUNDRED HOUSES ON THE 
WATERSHED 


That Empties Into the Reservoir of the Atlanta 
Waterworks— A Sranch that Hises in the City 
Limits and Goes Into the PFound—A Qucs- 
tion that Needs Attention. 


If a man will take the map of Fulton 
county and look at it he will find on it a ring 
about four inches across marked “Atlanta.” 

If he will run’ his eyes along a line marked 
‘Central railroad,” he will see on the map 
just before he crosses the city limits a little 
zigzeg mark, 

Thet’s a branch, 

If he will follow up the little zigzag line he 
will find that the further it goes the bigger it 
gets until it reaches a little star. : 

That star is the Atlanta waterworks, and the 
water that goes from Atlanta down that stream 
is pumped beck and people drink it, wash in 
it and throw it at fires occasionally. 

Some people don’t know what a water shed 
is. A watershed is the slope bearing down 
toa dale or valley, and that’s the way the 
water runs when it rains. 


This waterworks branch which starts at « 
point near where the Central railroad crosses 
the East Tennessee has a water shed just like 
eny other branch. This water shed extends 
into the city as far as McDaniel street, and on 
it there are

by actual count besides the East Tennessee 


shops, the county convict camps, the Gate 
City planing mill, the ice factory, Clarke 
university and other places. Not many years 
ago there were several slaughter pens and a 
tannery on this meandering stream, but they 
have been removed. 

Health Inspector Willis King, a very able and 
€eflicicnt officer, went out yesterday with a Constri- 
TUTION repoiter and the two meu took a long look 
atthe branch. 

The green chariots take in the entire water ched 
regularly and keepit as clean as green chariots 
could keep a watershed. But for all that it is not 
picasant to refect that when it rains the water 
runs through three hundred lot- and along in- 
numeérabie guilies and back street. and goes rush: 
ing down heiter skelter to mix and. mingle in the 
retervoir, and to then come back through our 
overworked and feeble sixteen-inch main.

It 
might cause Atlanta a great deaLof trouble some- 
time. At leastit seems tobeavery unsafe sort 
of a stream to meddle withz 

THE STORY OF PLYMOUTH,. 

The Atianta Medical and Surgical Journal, just 
out, has an editorial headed “The Danger of Ime 
pure Drinking Water.’’ It tells of the terrible 
scourge at Piymouth, and says: 

If the profession and the people need anything 
more to convince them of the danger of drinking 
impure water, itis furnished in the report made 
by the committee of physicians who have only 
empha examined the water supply of Plymouth, 
Penusylvania, the city in which so much suffer- 
ing and death have occurred in the past few weeks 
irom. typhoid fever. 

This committee, in a report published in the 
Medical News of May 16th, says that within forty 
fect of the stream that supplies the reservoirs 
they found a patient convalescent from typhoid 
fever. This patient visted Philadetphia on De- 
cem ber 25th, 1884, and while there contracted ty- 
phoid fever. He returned to his home in January 
2nd was quite ill with the disease for many weeks, 
On March 18th and 19th, he suffered with severe 
hemorrhage from the bowels 

Durivg the course of his illness, the dejecta 
passed were thrown on the snow withina few feet 
of the stream ang ying the town. 

These dejecta, thrown out from time to time,no 
doubt accumulated and remained inocueus upon 
the snow and érozen ground, From March 25th to 
March sist, the temperature was suflicieatly high 
to melt large quantities ofsnow. This thaw was 
followed by rain, with mild, warm weather. 
These thaws and rains removed the poison 
ous matter into the warer supply. This oc- 
curred between March 25th and April 5th. The 
outbreak of the disease occurred between April 
5th and April 15th, thus allowing trom ten to four- 
teen days as the proper period of incubation from 
the time of the proven contamination of the water 


supply. 

The opinion of the committee was strengthened 
by the fact that parties living on the same streets 
and in the same locality, who did not drink the 


_ reservoir water, but well water, did not have the 


fever. In one house were found two cases of the 
feyer, in patients who had been in the habit of 
DRINKING THE HYDRANT WATER 

from home, while other members of the house, 
who had not been drinking the hydrant, but the 
well water, were free from the disease. The com- 
mittee concludes its report as fellows: 

1, That the present epidemicin Plymouth 
undoubtedly one of typhoid fever. sees * 

2. That its exciting cause was the use of water 
from the reservoirs furnished some time between 
March 25th and April 5th, and polluted by excreta 
from a typhoid fever patient living near the 
source of water oc 

3. We do not believe that said epidemic was 
caused by drinking river water. We are led tothe 
second conclusion from sone what, in our judg- 
ment, is sufficient eyidence of past ution of 
the water supply near its source, and because it is 
well known that the excreta from one typhoid pa- 
tient have wor ego 4 poisoned the water supply 
of a whole neighborhood, and caused an epidemic 
of such fever. A
